Folks it looks as though we're going to need more 
firewood than ever next winter, so Uncle Sam is appealing 
to farmers to get out some extra cords of firewood 
right now for sale and use then next winter rolls around. 
Most woods, as you know, require from six to twelve 
months seasoning. If the % million farm woodland owners 
in the United States will cut just one or two extra 
cords now, before planting work gets too hecvy, 
it will help mightily to meet next winter's needs. 
The Forest Service says that cull trees, the epooked 
and diseased and stunted trees that aren't much good 
for anything else, and the tops and branches of trees 
cut for lumber, oanb be used for fuel, without 
sacri ficihg the best trees that should be left to 
grow into sawlogs. Juat one or two extra cords cut 
and stakced in each farmer's woods will make it a lot 
easier for many folks all over America next winter.. 
At the Pine Cone Ranger /Station today we find Ranger 
Jim Robbins and his assistant, Jerry Quick, talking 
with a visitor, Frank Dunn. Mr. Dunn, a local farmer 
seems disturbed about something, but, well, here 
they iare..
